The'details ,as-they come In leave no 
doubt, that'Gránt niáJc his grand 'as­ 
sault oil Thursday, the 27 th. 
H e may 
make another eflbft, between tuis and 
the'day of the Pi-eiidential election, but 
that he took hi.s measures and prepared 
his plans with a view to the speedy .cap­ 
ture of Eicbmohd or tpe'Souchside rail­ 
way, of both Of tbcm, is wbw manifest 
to the dullest apprehension. 
A s it is, 
he took nothing by his las move; on the 
contrary, his defeat was complete at all

The in^’ortance aud extent of 
our victory-do not appear so much from 
Gen. Lee’s official report, a.s'from trust­ 
worthy persons who were present and 
participated in the battle.
